The following is the report of the Grand 


Jury: 


Doylestown, Pa , May 18, 1904. 


Report of the Urand Jury for the May 


term of court, A. D. 1904. 


To the Hon. Mahlon H. Stout, President 


Judge of the Quarter Sessions of the 
County of Bucks, Conviionwealth of 
Pennsylvania. 
We, the Grand Jury, respectfully sub- 


mit our report, viz: 


We have examined twenty-three bills of 


indictment and have found twenty-two of 
them true bills, and one of them not a 
true bill. 


We have visited the county jail and find 


it in a cleanly condition. 
We do recom- 


mend tbe boardwalk leading from the jail 
to the court house be repaired. 


We have also examined the court house 


and find it in its usual good condition, 
with the exception of the front steps 
which we would recommend to be repoint- 
ed. 


Whereas, it has bean brought to our no- 


tice tbut Sunday ball playing is becoming 
a nuisance In some parts of oar county, 
we would recommend that the authorities 
would take steps" to prohibit the same, 
especially at Parkland Park, near Lang- 
horne station. 


We would further recommend that ad- 


ditional light be placed at the head of tbe 
stairs leading to tbe basement and also a 
handrail be placed oo both eijes of said 
stairs leading to the basement.

appreciation to the very able charge and 
valuable instructions given us by the 
Court, and to the District Attorney for 
his courteous attention while in discharge 
of our duties.

At the afternoon session Doron^ Green, 


a member of the Bristol School Board, 
read a paper upon the subject of " What 
Should Constitute the Training of the 
PupiKPrevious to Admission to the High 
School" It was an follows: 


This question ia one which should com- 


mand the careful and serious attention of 
every directoi present. Being so wide- 
spread in its character, it requires a com- 
prehensive knowledge of the complete cur- 
riculum in usfe in our public schools, to- 
gether with a clear, lucid understanding of 
the purposes and intent of each gradaand 
department, before we can undertake its 
Intelligent consideration. 


Let me quote at the very beginning the 


words of a noted educator, concerning the 
pare assumed by the state In the formation 
Of the fren public school system: 


"The fundamental law of every state of 


our American Union make! special provi- 
sion for the establishment and mainten- 
ance of free public schools. 
Nearly every 


state In the union makes such education 
compulsory. The reason is plain. Every 
adult in our system of government is part 
of the governing power. Republican gov- 
ernment starts with the individual. He is 
the unit of power; collectively, he is the 
state. 


General intelligence; general morality 


—intelligence to insure the successful ex- 
ercise of the rights of the citizens; moral- 
ity to insure the right exercise of the' 
duties of the citizen are therefore indis- 
pensable to the existence of the state. 
Hence the state creates the public school 
as tho most directjneans of securing the 
conditions so necessary to its own exist- 
ence and perpetuation. The public school 
is established by the state to reach the 
mahses. 
It is confined by law to the in- 


struction of the children of the state In 
certain fundamentals requisite to intelli- 
gent citizenship, designed to broaden 
their general knowledge and culture, and 
render them capable of becoming good 
and useful citizens."

Those fundamentals recognized by the 


state as the basic structure of a common 
school education, are emphasized in the 
following abstract from the school laws of 
Pennsylvania: 


"The branches of orthography, reading, 


writing, arithmetic, geography, gram- 
mar, U. S. history, and physiology and 
hygiene are peremptorily required to be 
taught in every district." 


That the purpose of this law was to ap- 


ply to the common schools below the high 
school grade is evidenced in the fact that 
the law relating to the formation of high 
schools particularly specifies that the 
high school is designed by law to main- 
tain certain years of study beyond the 
branches prescribed to be taught in the 
common schools. Hence in the use of the 
term common school it will be understood 
that reference is made to the departments 
below and not including the high school. 


From a perusal of this law we will ob- 


serve that the state outlines the training 
for the child in the common sohoola 
While it permits the introduction of addi- 
tional studies, yet it specifies with em- 
phasis 
thoie 
studies, the 
complete 


knowledge of which forms the basis of a 
common school education. 
While the 


state is explicit in determining the train- 
ing necessary in the requirement of a 
practical common school education, yet 
there are many things in the training of 
the child, which alone can lie determined 
by those whose interest ia the schools 
and knowledge of educational matters 
will enable them to adjust the training of 
the child to meet the conditions and de- 
mands of the locality in which the school 
is situated. 
Bucks county is largely a 


rural district and 
in the discussion I 


take it for granted that it Is more the 
purpose to consider the training of onr 
own children than to present a general 
view of the question. 


The course of study designed for our 


common school covers a period of eight 
years. The child enters tbe school when 
six years of age, and the period up to 11 
years, when he is supposed to complete his 
work In the common school is a well-defin- 
ed period in the physical aud mental life 
of a child. The end of this period prac- 
-tioally represents his 
transition from 


childhood to youth. A writer has said, in 
reference to the ond of this period 
"mentally 
It usually marks a great 


prevalence of seriousness, Interest in life 
affaire, an awakening sense of responsi- 
bility and a stronger evidence of power 
for good or evil." 


In Ue adjustment of the rules-for the 


training of the child we should remember 
that in our county, probably not over 5 
per cent, of the pupils in onr schools ever 
enter tbe high school, while many arop 
out before the completion of the common 
school course. Therefore in this adjust- 
ment, we should be governed very largely 
by the principal, "the greatest gooa to 
the greatnst number." 
Keeping this 


principle in view, "I would say the 
Grammar school should aim to prepare 
the pupil as far a practicable for his life 
wort, rather than for the high echoi.l. 
I 


would make the Grammar school the unit 
center, and although the Grammar school 
course flta into the high school course, I 
would say that tbe high school was sup- 
plemental to tbe Grammar school, not 
permitting the training of the child in the 
common school grades to be Influenced by 
the high school." In other words I would 
train the child in the elementary school, 
so that he would have a definite knowl- 
edge of the essentials of all the subjects 
required by law, together with a practical 
understanding of those studies, which are 
seemingly adapted to the community In 
Which the schools are located. 
Thus In 


the rural district* I would substitute 
"rural science," (which teaches tbe prin- 
ciples of agriculture, fruit growing, fei- 
tility of land, and vegetable gardening, a 
theoretical 
knowledge of which would 


prove of Incalculable benefit to tbe pupil 
in bis practical work on the farm) for 
some of the extra branches taught In the 
larger towns, while in the latter I would 
substitute tor "rural 
science" 
other 


studies adapted to the eiigenolesof the 
larger communities. 


In the Bristol schools the Grammar 


grade to constructed and designed to com- 
plete the common school course. Prac- 
tical work Is a distinguishing feature .of 
•11 tne studies in this department Eng- 


lish Grammar receives especial attention, 
while the course In geography is so com- 
prehensUe and complete in cbaraeter, 
that the student obtains a capacious 
knowledge of the whole world auid its in- 
habitants. Probably the best results are 
obtained in tbe study of United States 
history, which in 
this department is 


brought down to the present day and com- 
pleted and disposed of at the end of the 
Grammar school coarse. The reason for 
this happy condition Is the employment of 
a special teacher who divides her time be- 
tween the Grammar grade and the High 
school and who devotes her entire time to 
Instruction in a few special studies. Tbe 
aim ot the Grammar school in the train- 
ing of tne child is to complete the com- 
mon school course;, and this ii constantly 
kept in view. 


Following this line of thought, permit 


me to quote again the views of a promi- 
nent educator npon this question of the 
studies wnich are necessary in the com- 
mon school curriculum: "Thorough in- 
struction 
should be given in reading, 


writing and arithmetic. Whatever else 
may be neglected these should be thor- 
oughly taught, as they are the keys of 
knowledge and success in life. In arith- 
metic the object should be to broaden and 
strengthen tbe work of 
the previous 


grades, to teach pupils lo think and see 
accurately and to develop power to* give 
continuous and concentrated attention to 
problems and their solution, tn geog- 
raphy which enlarges his views and re- 
lates him to society and 4he world, he 
should have a course treating broad 1? of 
tbe earth and Its inhabitants extending 
freely into fields which in later years are 
recognized t* belong to separate sciences. 
History, which by the experience of man- 
kind affords him ideals of duty as an indi- 
vidual and a member of society, and civil 
government which enables him to appre- 
ciate his relation to the state and bis 
duties as a citizen should be thoroughly 
taught. These should be supplemented 
by current history. 
Added to these there 


should be language, Including literature, 
which trains the pupil to logical forms of 
thought and accruacy and facility of ex- 
pression; practical drawing, which pre- 
pares for mechanical employment 
In 


everything train to habits ol attention, 
concentration, 
accuracy, 
self-reliance 


and those qualities ,tbat go to make up 
Obrlstian manhood 
and 
womanhood. 


Then the pupil will be fitted for citizen- 
ship and tbe successful pursuit of his or 
her life-work." 


Certain obligations, to say nothing of 


tho responsibilities, rest upon the direc- 
tors for the snccesafulnes got the provisions 
made by them for the training of tbe 
child. 
When a boy completes the course 


in tbe grammar grade he should possess a 
definite and practical knowledge of all 
those studies required by law. Our con- 
stituents who placed us in official toaition 
demand that he shall be able to spell com- 
mon words correctly, and read the English 
language Intelligently and with ease. 
He 


should be able to write a legible hasd, 
and express his thouhts in writing in a 
clear and concise manner. Hie knowledge 
of geography 
and 
American 
history 


should be thorough and complete, which 
includes, of course, familiarity v»itb the 
constitution of the United States. He 
should be able to solve problems in arith- 
metic accurately and with rapidity and 
should have such understanding of gram- 
mar and language, as to enable him to ex- 
plain and define simple, compound and 
complex sentences.- The duty of consum- 
mating this condition rests with us, fel- 
low directors and unless we measure up 
to the full stature of our responsibility 
our children will suffer from the lack of 
opportunity, and the trust reposed in us 
by our constituents will be stultified and 
betrayed. 
* 


Another function of the common school 


system should be ths training of our 
children in the principles of individual 
morality, so necessary to the existence 
and welfare of the state. We should em- 
ploy only such teachers who by their ex- 
ample, as well as by method and formula, 
can^teach to our children all those moral 
principles which constitute the basts of 
every religiqn and which fit them, in the 
highest sense, for citizenship. 
Someone 


has said, and correctly too, "beyond this 
we cannot go. To turn our public schools 
into agencies of formal religious instruc- 
tion would mean their eventual and total 
abolition." 


In the training of the child in tbe com- 


mon schools, we should not forget the in- 
fluence of tbe teacher. It is in these 
schools, above all others, where character 
is formed, and there is nothing in the cur- 
riculum, or the methods employed in tbe 
training of tbe child, which can do so 
much toward the_formation of character, 
as a strong man or woman teacher can 
do. 


We frequently hear the complaint from 


parents that we are over-crowding onr 
course of study, am] while it is a difficult 
matter to get a satisfactory solution (if 
the problem, yet I feel that the directors 
should he in sufficiently close touch with 
tbe school curriculum to know if this 
condition exists, and if it does, to ex- 
punge the less important studies In order 
that tbe best results may be obtained. 
That there is danger in over-crowding the 
course of study cannot be refuted and 
while I do not wish to even infer that this 
deolorble condition 
exists in the Backs 


county schools, yet as there is great 
danger of our drifting in that direction, it, 
would probably be in place to quote to 
you what Dr. McMurray, of Columbia 
University, says upon the subject 
"By 


multiplying studies the common school 
course has become more complex and 
heterogeneous. The old reading, writing, 
arithmetic, and- grammar could not be 
shelved for the sake of now studies, and 
the same amount of time must now be 
divided among many branches. It Is not 
to be^ wondered at, he says, if all the 
studies are treated in a shallow and frag- 
mentary manner. 
We are in danger of 


overloading pupils, as well as making a 
superficial hodgepodge of all branches." 
This is a strong protest from a progressive 
leader, and bis words are worthy of the 
notice of all school workers. 


It seems to me that what we should 


strive after and keep on striving after, 
until we obtain it, is the true basis for a 
common school education. 
A writer has 


said, "psychology 
nor 
the text-book 


maker can satisfy onr inquiry, and we 
should approach this question from tbe 
standpoint of boys and girls who are to 
get tbe benefit of the teaching. What do 
they need, and what can they get? Rather 
than, what ought the boys and girls to 
know under ideal conditions, or what are 
we in onr wisdom able to teach them?" 
This is a forceful declaration and should 
sink deep into the hearts of all present 
What we should do, is to give np theoriz- 
ing take hold of the practical and meet 
the conditions and exigencies of today, 
and not dream of tbe hazy, idealistic pos- 
sibilities of a far distant future. Dr. 
Brooks, of Philadelphia, says: "the boy 
should be regarded not as a machine for 
memorizing words, doing sums, or learn- 
ing tasks, with many kinks to worry the 
teacher, but as a complete living organ- 
ism, with physical powers, mental possi- 
bilities, and moral tendencies towards 
complete manhood.'' Unless we as Direc- 
tors realize the truthfulness and force of 
Dr. Brooks' words, and are actuated in 
our school duties by motives and impulses 
calculated to view the pupil from this 
standpoint, we had better resign our posi- 
tions. 


I have said* before, that children in tbe 


rural schools of onr county should have 
the benefit of theoretical training along 
agricultural lines, but I do not want it to 
appear that I believe that the course 
mapped out by tbe state should be neg- 
lected or subordinated to the agricultural 
course, 
Ihe design of tbe state In -the 


formation of tbe common school system 
Is to make good citizens, and tbe farmer 
boys and girls In Bucks county, should" no 
more be deprived of the, advantage* pro- 
vided by tbe state than the boys and girls 
in the larger towns. And If the directors 
in the rural districts fill to realix» their 
responsibilities in this direction, their 
negligence or indisposition will be counted 
treason to tbe state. The ratal districts 
of Backs county, as well ft the rural dis- 
tricts In th* whole of these United States, 
are», potent factor In determining th* 


affairs of tbe state and nation, ami know- 
Ing this, bow essential it becomes, that ' 
the 
training of our 
common schools 


should be adequate and complete along 
tbe lines mapped out by the state, to the 
end that our boys and girls, both in the 
country and in the towns, may be possess- 
ed of that general knowledge and under- 
standing wjiich shall mould them into 
such good citizens as to enable them to 
exercise the rights of citizenship in a 
manner which shall make them a credit 
to the nation and an honor to tho cam- 
innnity in which they reside. 


Another moat Important duty within 


the province of the common school ia to 
teach patriotism. As previously stated, ' 
It being the design of our schools to make 
good citizens of our boys and girls, it fol- 
lows naturally, that any plan or teaching 
that will-instill within the hearts of the. 
children an Intensified love for country 
and a proper reverence and respect for tne 
flag, is imperative and necessary. No one 
will contradict the statement that the 
tinae spent' in the common schools Is 
largely the years of perception, years in 
which impressions are made upnn the 
mind and heart which are lasting through 
life. ^American citizenship reaches its 
acme of perfection, only, when a well 
stored mind acts in unison1 and harmony 
with a heart which tnrobs and beats with 
the love of one's native land. How neces- 
sary It ia then, that during this perceptive 
period in tb« life of a child that bis de- 
veloping intellect may be trained to grasp 
those gmat truths of loyalty and love, 
which ara the fundamental principles 
which sustain and uphold the American 
Nation. "Ignorance fosters vice and vice 
has been the downfall of many of the old 
wond." 
The safety of the American 


Nation depends upon the education of the 
masses, and the state calls upon tbe com- 
mon schools to fouler this condition. 
Therefore special 
attention should Ire 


given to the teaching of patriotism during 
this perceptive period. 
Special lessons 


should be given on the American Consti- 
tution, on tbe rights and duties of Ameri- 
can citizenship, and especial emphasis 
should be placed upon the important part 
played by the common school in tbe mak- 
ing and moulding of an American citizen. 
Our children should bo taught that tbe 
public school is the bulwark of American 
institutions, destroy It and you belittle 
the nation's greatness, protect it, and you 
add te your country's honor, its strength 
and its power. All National anniversaries 
should be religiously kept. 
The old flag I 


should fly over every school house, and 
saluting the-flag should be a daily obaer- I 
vance. In the training along this line, 
we help tho state tb insure it endless dura- 
tion and thereby exhibit tne nation's 
solidity, its substantiality and durabil- 
ity. 
I 


And DOW in conclusion, let us return to 


the question under consideration, and by 
a careful reduction of the arguments ad- 
vanced, arrive at a clear and concise 
answer. 
The very best training for a 


child in the common schools, whether his 
ambition or purpose is to enter the high 
school or not, should be such as will 
strengthen his perceptive faculties, 
in- 


duce 
habits 
of 
self-deij('ndt<noe 
and 


honesty, develop and culti»ate the facul- 
ties of impression, and expressaion, giv- 
ing full aclivity to the mind in grasping, 
retaining and imparting the knowledge 
acquired, in short, the training which beet 
p repares the pupil for a real and practi- 
cal life.

Decoration Day is the fining memorial 


observance of a greatful nation. 
The great- 


est battle ever fought, and the greatest vic- 
tory ever won, was fbught and won by 
Jesus Christ the Son of God ; it began in the 
Garden of Uethsemane in Palestine, it ended 
on the Hill of Calvary, just outside of Jeru- 
salem ; it was a battle for the emancipation 
of the souls of men, fiom the slavery of sin, 
and Satan before this battle,Jesus instituted 
a memorial service. 


Bunker Hill Monument is two hundred 


and twenty-one feet high, and cost somewhat 
over one hundred and fifty thousand Jollars, 
it commemorates an event of the utmost im- 
portance to every American ; the first con- 
flict, and the first victoryjn the war which 
aonieved the nations independence.

—that Is, seats without backs were lu 
general use among nations possi-ssiiiK 
a certain degree of civilization In pre- 
historic lliufH.

In the early historic period we know 
from 
an examination of Egyptian 


monuments, from n study of Greok 
vanes or from Eutrurlun or Koniau an- 
tiquities that are stored In; European 
museums. . The Egyptian deities are 
seated generally on granite blocks, the 
backs of which are rulsed a few Inches 
only, giving a distant resemblance to 
a chair. That the Egyptians had scats 
more comfortable for domestic use Is 
possible, but we have every reason to 
suppose, although they possessed a 
high degree of civilization, that their 
Idea of home comforts was not that of 
modern times.

about on tbo ground with some sort of 
carpet that also served for a bed. The 
Etrurians, ancient Inhabitants uf Italy 
before the arrival of the Romans, ap- 
pear to have preferred the reclining 
IKisturc, In which thoy nro usually rep- 
resented on the sarcoplmgUHCS "in the 
museums.

WOODEN BREAD. 


II !• Foulblv to Make a Palatable 


Loaf Prom >flavrun*t. 


As long ago as 1834 Professor Ante- 


rltli of Tubingen succeeded In making 
n tolerably good quartern loaf out of a 
deal board. 
Everything soluble was 


removed by maceration and boiling; 
the wood was theu reduced to fibers, 
dried In an oven and ground, when it 
had the taste and smell of corn Hour. 
A sponge was then made by the addi- 
tion of water and the sour leaven of 
corn flour, mid it was baked and found 
to be better than a compound of bran 
and Corn busks. 


Wood flour boiled lu water forma 


ulso a nutritious Jelly, which the pro- 
fessor found both palatable and whole- 
some in the form of gruel, dumplings 
nnd pancakes. 


Professor Brando has also recorded 


the making of bread from woody fiber. 
He says: "Before me is a specimen Im- 
ported from Sweden. Seeing the close 
relation between the composition of 
starch and llgnlne, the conversion of 
the latter into bread does not seem so 
remarkable." 
Ho also cannot praise 


the quality of such bread. 


The Source From Which TIil« Old 


• Sarluv Emaiiatcd. 


The origin of the old sa'ying, "Going 


scot free," Is this: Scot, from the Au- 
glo-S.ixon "Hceot," a portion, signified 
In old law a customary tax or contri- 
bution laid on subjects according to 
their ability and embraced all paro- 
chial assessments. The conclusion is 
obvious—namely, that to escape "scot 
free" was to avoid all such payments 
of dues and taxes. 


Bel ore the reform act the right to 


vote for parliamentary and municipal 
officers was vested exclusively in pay- 
ers of "scot and lot." Rastall (1558) 
speaks of It as a certain tallage for the 
use of the sheriff or his bailiff, and In 
Kent the usual rates paid in llomuey 
marsh for repairing sea walls are 
know n by the same name. 


"Scot," says Camden, "Is that which 


from various sources is gathered Into 
one heap" — literally that which is 
"shot" into a general fund, from the 
Dutch and low German "schot." This 
may have come to us through the old 
Prcni-h "escot," diner a escot, to dine 
at nn ordinary where each guest paid 
his "shot," and any one who did hot 
contribute would be said to get off 
"scot free."—London Answers. 


The Preeioaii Relic Still Kept IB the 


Caitle of Edinburgh. 


A once precious diadem, which la 


now only a historic relic of much in- 
terest, Is the ancient crown of the 
Scotch kings kept in the castle of Edin- 
burgh. It Is supposed to have been 
made for Robert Bruce and Is formed 
of two circles of gold, the upper and 
narrowest circle being surmounted, by 
a row of crosses and gem incrusted 
imitation flowers. The lower ring, the 
headband proper, is adorned from end 
to end of the golden band with large 
precious stones of different 'kinds, 
mostly in their rough, unpolished state. 
Above rise two arches of gold, which 
unite and are surmounted with the his- 
toric "cross and Ball." Even when the 
Stuarts became kings of England they 
went to theTrouble of going to Scot- 
land to scat themselves for a I'ew mo- 
ments upon the celebrated "stone of 
scone" and to have King Brnce's dia- 
dein pressed upon their royal heads. 


Charles I. declared his Intention of 


removing Scotland's famous relic to 
London so that such ceremonies could 


! be carried out at home, but the sturdy 


Boots soon convinced him that: such a 
proceeding would be an infringement 
upon their rights, so the king had to 
go to Edinburgh^ as others had done 
before. The wife of a preacher of the 
name of Granger once stole the Scotch 
crown and the other royal insignia, this 
In JG52 or 10C3. At the time of the 
restoration they were transferred to 
Charles II. 
They were returned to 


Edinburgh, castle in 170T.

Fierce Animal* That Purane and Kill 


Bean and Tigers. 


The quality of courage possessed by 


hunting dogs of Asia appears in a 
marked difference of habit from that 
noticeable in all other carnivorous 
beasts. As a rule, each ferocious ani- 
mal has its natural and favorite prey, 
•which may vary in different localities, 
but Is in each case the easiest and 
most profitable victim. Tigers, for in- 
stance, are cattle slayers or deer kill- 
ers just as cattle or deer happen to 
be most abundant in their district. 


Leopards prey on goats, sheep and, 


when they can get them, on tame dogs; 
wolves on sheep and cattle, stoats or 
rabbits and hares, and weasels on rats 
and mice. 
But, though the jungles 


which they visit abound in defenseless 
animals, the wild dog does not limit his 
attacks to these. The packs deliberate-" 
ly pursue and destroy both the black 
and Himalayan bears and the tigers, 
affording perhaps the only instance in 
which one carnivorous species deliber- 
ately sets itself to hunt down and de- 
stroy another. From their rarity, the 
uninhabited nature of the jungles which 
they haunt and their habit of hunting 
at night—which a probable suggestion 
makes the basis of the early legends 
of the demon hunter and "hellequin" at 
a time wheu the "red dogs" still re- 
mained in Europe—observations of 
their habits are rare.—London Spec- 
tator.

, The waters parted and the eagle wa 
lost to view. I watched and waited t 
aee him emerge with bis prey, but mo 
merits lengthened into minutes, an 
minutes into a quarter of an hour, bu 
the surface of the water remained un 
disturbed.

bad struck himself against some hid 
den rock and been killed the bod; 
would have floated to the surface. I 
passed my reasoning powers to solv 
tbe result of that plunge.' Then fa 
down, fully a quarter of a mile off, 
saw the great bird struggling, either t 
carry off a heavy burden or to fre 
himself from one. The waters wer 
lashed into foam and the bird again 
disappeared, and all was still.

again, each time farther downstream 
A bend in the river prevented m. 
seeing the final result 
Calling on 


of our men from the tent, we embark 
ed in a canoe and started down th 
river to view tbe strange proceedlnj 
closer. When we had doubled tb 
point below I saw lodged against th 
beach in a small bay something tba 
did not look natural to the place. W 
paddled down and found it was my ea 
gle fast fixed to a sturgeon fully six 
^eet long. Both were motionless. Th 
king of fish and tbe king of birds bai 
met death.—Forest and Stream.
